Dover, Okla., declared there had been 
no killing on the Siam farm at the 
time Mrs. Maria Porter stated in her 
testimony last night; that there had 
been no secret cave; that, there had 
been no buried treasure. 
Concerning the killing of Johnathan 
Dark, Mrs. Benson said he did not 
come to their home in Missouri for 
th° purpose of killing Marla Porter, 
but that he had objected to her other 
sister, M attie,. going with a certain 
man, and that the Tatter, fearing he 
intended to do her bodily harm, shot 
him down. 
Mattie, Mrs. Benson said, 
was afterw ard tried and acquitted on 
ground of insanity.

measure. None of them are reeogniz- ! 
ed as leading lights of theology, but . 
they can claim credit for possessing 
the courage of their convictions, for | 
they have not hesitated to place their I 
opinions on record in sundry sermons j 
and parish magazines. 
Conspicuous among 
them 
is the 
Rev. William James, who styles him- 
| self “Priest in God,” but in the cleri-j 
cal directory 
is 
more 
prosaically I 
termed 
“curate 
in 
charge ” 
His I 
church is at Whitby, in Cheshire. Not 1 
content with proclaiming 
his views j 
from the pulpit as to the dire and di- \ 
vine punishment England has brought 
upon herself ‘by disestablishing 
the 
Welsh 
church, 
he 
has 
published 
them 
in 
flamboyant 
poster 
form, 
which he sells for a penny. Here are 
some extracts from it: 
‘ England has put on 
her 
statute 
books the Welsh church bill, which 
proposes sacrilege. 
Sacrilege means 
min!. 
God has uttered three warn­ 
ings. On the bill’s introduction—loss 
of the Titanic (1,500 lives), 
terrible 
ni ii way 
disasters, 
awful 
pit 
acci­ 
dents, alarming strikes. 
On its sec­ 
ond and third reading—loss of the 
Empress of 
Ireland 
(1,000 lives), 
hreatening of civil war. On its pass­ 
im - loss of

cruisers 
(1,200 
lives.”) 
Mr. James goes further than this. 
Ile assumes the role 
of a prophet. 
England, he declares, is doomed 
if 
she Sticks to the Welsh disestablish­ 
ment bill. On the 
other 
hand, 
she 
will win the war and reap honor and 
glory from it if she takes tho bill off 
the statute books. He writes: 
“England is doomed unless she re­ 
pents and repeals the Welsh church 
bill. Choose ye—tile bill 
with disas­ 
ter, misery,

Toward night a heavy rain began to 
fall, and after a second day of torren­

W isconsin Station Secures Satisfac­ 
tory Results From Corn, Wheat 
Middlings and Alfalfa. 


On farms where 
many 
kinds of 
grain are grown there should be little 
or no difficulty in providing a suit­ 
able ration. For several years mature 
brood sows in the Wisconsin experi­ 
ment station herd have been fed ra­ 
tions 
composed 
of one-tliird 
corn, 
one-third wheat middlings aad^ one- 
third wheat bran or alfalfa. 
Such 
feeds are satisfying and bulky and at 
the same time sufficiently nutritious 
to cause the sows to gain from fifty 
to seventy-five pounds In live weight 
during pregnancy. A mixture of equal 
parts, by weight, of the feed3 men­ 
tioned, fed in the form of a thick slop, 
is always very satisfactory 
This in­ 
sures an equal proportion and distri­ 
bution of the various feeds and is rel­ 
ished by the animals.

Soy beans kept on the 
vine make excellent winter feed for 
swine. 
They can be stacked in or 
near the hog lot in the fall and fed 
out as needed. 
The hogs will get 
abundant exercise working over tho 
pile of vines in search of the beans.

3. Plow under deeply all stubble and 
ruined wheat fields before August 15, 
harrow' the ground, and roll if neces­ 
sary. 
4. Harrow, disc, pasture, or other­ 
wise effectually destroy all volunteer 
wheat.

sowing, plowr as early and deeply as 
existing conditions will permit; disk, 
harrow' and roll until a thoroughly pul­ 
verized, compact seed bcd is obtain­ 
ed.

He was a member of the Masonic, 
Odd Fellows, anet Knights of Macca- 
bee orders, and took an active part 
in fraternal work. 
Hhs membership 
in the Masonic lodge dates back to 
April 26, 1896, when he was raised 
to the sublime degree

Mason in Potter lodge, No. 509, Long­ 
wood, Missouri, and he became an
